day that members of

legislature cannot collect mileage

The decision was given in a suit 
brought by Arnett Harbage, West 
Jefferson farmer who has been dub­ 
bed “ the watchdog of the state 
treasury’' because of his taxpayer’s 
suits and his utterances against 
legislative expenditures. 
The suit covered the period from 
Ju ly 22 to Dec. 8, 1936, when the 
legislature was not in session. 
In the first part of the decis­ 
ion, Judge 
King 
ordered State 
Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson to re­ 
cover $5,557 paid to state senators 
for such imaginary trips. 
Claims Restrained 
In the second part, he issued 
a permanent injunction restrain­ 
ing the auditor from paying claims, 
totaling $21,507, filed by members 
of the house of representatives 
for similar mileage allowances. 
When the legislators meet on 
Dec. 8 they pretended it was Ju ly 
22 and fixed the journals to read 
that they had met regularly in the 
interim, according to the suit.

W A SH IN G TO N , Sept. 6— (U P )—The Social Security board opened 


bearings today to determine whether federal aid to Ohio’s old age 


pension system shall be discontinued. 
Board officials emphasized that state administrative authorities 


will be called on to answer the board's findings that they have failed 


to comply with requirements of the Social Security act. 
If the government grants are cut off, pension payments to 110,000 


needy aged in Ohio will be affected. 
The board since February, 1936, 
#has been matching dollar for dol­ 
lar with the state to pay benefits 


averaging $23 a month. 
Board officials said they had no 


desire to penalize the pensioners 


but added that the Social Security 
act imposes on them the duty to 
compel compliance with its re­ 
quirements by state authorities. 
Repeated warnings of maladminis­ 
tration failed to produce remedial 
measures and the move to discon­ 
tinue the aid was taken as a last 
resort, they added. 
Officials 
promised 
testimony 
which they said would show a 
disregard of federhl requirements. 
The bill of particulars served on 
Gov.

Allman 
and 
Henry J. Berrodin, chief of the 
division of aid for the aged, said 
the state administrators had failed

Violence snuffed out at least 349 
lives on the highways, at beaches 
and resorts during the nation’s

week-end, a survey showed today. 
As usual death struck hardest 
on the highways. Traffic accidents 


accounted for 240 deaths and in­ 


dications were that complete re­ 
ports from rural areas would boost 
the total for above that of last 
Labor Day 
week-end 
when 
340 
were killed. 
Drownings totaled 34. 
Shoot­ 
ings, stabbing, airplane, and mis­ 
cellaneous accidents accounted for 
75. 
New York led all other states 
with 33 deaths, 21 of which oc­ 
curred on highways. 
Ohio was 
next with 30. 
Michigan had 28, 
Illinois 27, California 23, Indiana 
22, and Pennsylvania 21. Arizona, 
Maryland, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Rhode Island and South Carolina 
reported no violent deaths in any 
form.

One 
of 
the 
most 
horrifying 
deaths was that of Edward Ray, 
61 - year - old 
parachute 
jumper, 
Terre Haute, Ind., who was killed 
yesterday 
while 
stunting at a 
Roanoke, 111., air show. 
He jumped from a ballon with 
three parchutes tied to his back. 
The first opened. 
He loosened 
it and it floated away. 
He fell 
several hundred feet and pulled the 
rip-cord of the second. The para­ 
chute opened but the jerk pulled 
the whole device and the third 
parachute from his back and he 
dropped to death from an altitude 
of 1,000 feet. Three thousand per­ 
sons saw him die. 
Another parachute jumper was 
killed in eastern Pennsylvania. An 
airport manager was killed at Ot­ 
tumwa, la., when his plane crashed 
during a takeoff. Russ Chambers, 
speed flyer, died at Cleveland, O., 
from injuned received in a crash 
at the National A ir Races.

N U R E M B E R G , Germany. Sept, 
6— (U P )— Adolf Hitler, w'hile E u ­ 


rope waited for him to strike the 
keynote of German policy toward 
Czechoslovakia, defied the world 


today to blockade Germany as it 


did during the World War. 
He glorified the greater German 


Reich. He rejoiced in Germany s 
power, and in her friendship with. 
Italy and Japan. He saw a menace 
to the world in Bolshevism and in 
Jews. He took occasion to deny 
reports that he sought a European 
pact to limit aerial armaments. 
But he withheld the w'ord for 
w’hich Germany 
and 
the 
world 
were 'vailing—his policy 
tow'ard 
Czechoslovakia. 
Hitler’s 
message 
to 
800,000 
Nazis, at the formal opening 
of 
their annual party congress, was 
delivered aa a proclamation which,, 
as usual, Adolf Wagner, Nazi lead­ 
er for Bavaria, was 
detailed 
to 
read. 
The one reference Hitler made 
that might be interpreted as 
re­ 
ferring to the 
Sudeten 
German 
minority in 
Czechoslovakia—and 
to 
German 
minorities 
in 
such 
others of Germany’s neighbors sn 
Poland and Italy—was a question. 
He has spoken of Germany’s de­ 
feat and post-war 
humiliation 
Tl\en he asked: 
“ Does it not seem today as if 
destiny had to make Germany go

The Norfolk and W estern R ailw ay is IOO years old W ednesday. 
On Sept. 7, 1838 a crude, little steam engine, resem bling a huge 
bug, pulling glorified carriages, loaded with excited, adventurous 
passengers, puffed and snorted out of the town of Petersburg, Va., on 
the first run of a nine-mile journey to City Point, on the historic Jam es 
River. 
Thus, the City Point Railroad, between Petersburg and City 
Point, was placed in operation, and the original unit of w hat is today 
the Norfolk and W estern R ailw ay cam e into existence. 
Bom of necessity, the City Point Railroad, and its builders, after 
years of effort, trium phed over fierce opposition, and the slow-moving 
river boats and the gutted w ag o n s 
trails between Petersburg and City 
Point, were displaced by the fa s­ 
ter, more adequate rail transpor­ 
tation. 
From 
th a t 
humble 
line 
has 
grown a m ajor trunk line system 
with 20,000 employees, operating 
approxim ately 5,000 miles of track 
In six sta te s—E ast. West, N orth 
and South. 
Only Horatio Alger, w ith his 
special talent for dram atizing the 
path to heroic achievem ent, could 
do justice to the exciting history 
of the Norfolk and W estern. 
A f­ 
ter the City Point, came the con­ 
struction of new lines in Virginia, 
their destruction during the Civil 
W ar, the struggle of rebuilding on

off the E ast coast of Scotland. 
They will be joined there by IO 
or more other ships, now being 
rushed through the last stages of 
refitting for a possible W'ar.

carry live am m unition instead of 
the ordinary dum m y am m unition.

Officially, they go for w ar gam ­ 
es—gunnery and torpedo practice, 
aircraft attack and defense, night 
m aneuvers. 
But they will be on 
their home battle field and they 
are to concentrate later in Scapa 
Flow', in the O rkney islands, active 
duty rendezvous of the w ar time 
grand fleet.
